voars twch o hundred miUionof marks 
in "Old piocos of ten and twenty marks 
eacTi, havo boon coined. The circnla- 
tion of Austrian, Fioncli. and Dutch 
pieces has boon doclarod lUo-al wiL un 
Iho coufodoratod I'hiiiui-o, and all tho 
small mouoy of Sonilioru Gormauy 
(florins,&c.)and of the Hanseatic towns 
haa been withdrawn or bought up. The 
thaler pieces which remain in oirculation 
gtill amount to nearly two hundred 
millions, and it was fouud that to sud- 
denly withdraw this amount of sdvor, 
of which no protitable use could bo 
mado, would be not only too ^ngautic 
an afifair, but would bring about a h- 
nancial crisis more serious than any 
yot known. Tho diflicully is to bo 
evaded by a suppleiuentary law which 
will provide that the thaler for a cer- 
tain period is to be regarded as a gold 
pieco, and may bo paid and received 
as such in all inorcantilo transactions. 
After tho 1st .lanuavy next it is true 
that Germany will no longor count in 
thalera and liorius.but in marks alouo; 
but the thalers are still to remain in 
circulation and to be looked upon as 
gold piecos of three marks each. 

A trial of nowly-invouted signal- 
lights for vessels, made at Hamburg on 
the 30th of October, resulted very 
satisfactorily. Notwithstamling a light 
fog the red 'light shone brilliantly 
across tho Elbe Islands that its light, 
it is thought, will be visible at a dis- 
tance of four marine leagues. The 
green light waB also a success. 

A number of London business men 
recently had a curious exporionco on 
tho underground railway. Tlmir train 
was delayed by an accident to another 
train, and they started to walk, the 
guard attempted to stop them, but 
being overpowered. Tlu y lightod 
their way by striking niatchos, and 
took an hour in accomplishing a jour- 
ney that should have taken but twenty 
minutes. 

The Cook Excursion Company, of 
England have made arrangements on 
a colossal scale for English people 
alone. They have ohartorod seven 
steamers to bring the (■xcuisionists to 
America, and havo i:ia<\v ai-raugriuonf s 
to leave them a certain time at, tho 
Centennial, after which they will divide 
into two routes, one to proceed 
through tbo country to San Francisco 
and the other to Now Orleans.
